Telling Time By The Stars 


Infallable Regulator for Correcting 
Errors in Time Pieces 

The only infallable regulator for 
correcting errors in time pieces is the 
steady sweep of the stars across the 
heavens and this chronometer is avail- 
able to anyone for regulation of 
clocks and watches, in the same man- 
ner as practised by the astronomers. 

First set the watch to the best time 
obtainable, preferably a_ telegraph 
elock. It can be kept true afterwards 
by reference to some star. Any star 
will appear at a precise point just 
three minutes and 55.91 seconds ear- 
lier each night. Fix a range by set- 
ting a pin in the jamb of a west win- 
dow, from which a distant  roof- 
bridge may be seen. A _ bright star 
(not a planet) is selected, and the 
time. notcd when it disappears below 
the horizontal line when 
across the pin. 

At any later date the watch may be 
corrected by abserving the same star 
in the same manner. For cxample, 
ten days Jater the star will be on the 
range line 39 mimutes and 19.2 sec- 
onds earlicr than before.
